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Prince George’s Police Have 
No Grounds for Aiding ICE

Effective July 10, a new 
general order was set down by 
Prince George’s County Chief of 
Police Henry Stawinski. Accord- 
ing to the police department’s 
general order manual, “State and 
local enforcement do not have 
legal grounds to stop, detain, 
search, or arrest an individual 
based solely on an administrative 
(civil) warrant, unless they have 
been deputized by Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement (ICE) 
to do so.” Further, the county 
police department “has not and 
does not intend to be deputized” 
by ICE. 

This order was released in re- 
sponse to a growing trend across 
the country where individuals on

One month after the dedica- 
tion of Greenbelt Station Central 
Park, the Greenbelt Recreation 
arts program hosted a commu- 
nity visioning meeting to invite 
Greenbelt resident participation in 
public arts planning for this new 
city greenspace. Delegate Alonzo 
Washington, Mayor Emmett Jor- 
dan, Councilmember Judith Davis 
and representatives of the Green- 
belt Arts Advisory Board joined 
a group of mostly Greenbelt Sta- 
tion residents at a lively July 9 
discussion at the Springhill Lake 
Recreation Center.

whom a civil warrant has been 
issued have encountered police 
in situations like a traffic stop or 
accident and found themselves ar- 
rested, detained or even deported. 
These are situations in which 
there are no criminal warrants 
on their records. This has led to 
traumatic family disruptions. 
Entities like CASA, an immi- 
grant advocacy group (wearecasa. 
org), the Peace and Justice Coali- 
tion of Prince George’s County 
and County Councilmember Deni 
Taveras brought this situation 
to the attention of County Ex- 
ecutive Angela Alsobrooks. She 
then went to Stawinski. Yet the

Greenbelt’s Role in Space Program 
As Reported by News Review

The Greenbelt News Review 
has reported on the progress of 
the U.S. space program, espe- 
cially the contributions of Green- 
belt’s own Goddard Space Flight 
Center dating from the exciting 
and celebrated moon landing half 
a century ago. 

Goddard connected Greenbelt 
with the front lines of space dis- 
covery and News Review readers 
read all about it. On page one 
of the July 24, 1969, issue, the 
News Review reprinted a Wash- 
ington Post article describing 
Goddard as a crucial communica- 
tion hub. It read, “...everything 
Mission Control has heard from 
or about the astronauts since they 
left the earth Tuesday has gone 
through Goddard.” 

By then, Greenbelters had 
been Goddard fans for years. 
The 1965 April Fools’ Day issue 
of the paper announced a space 
launch from Braden Field, com- 
plete with the arrest of a sleep- 
walking fourth-grade Russian spy. 





After the Apollo 11 moon land- 
ing, Greenbelt’s interest in the 
space program spiked. And even 
though no space traveler rode in 
a Greenbelt Labor Day Parade 
convertible, as part of the Festi- 
val that year the Old Greenbelt 
Theatre continuously showed two 
short films donated by NASA: 
Odyssey to the Moon: the Apollo 
11 Mission, and Bridge to Space, 
each about the NASA space pro- 
gram. 

Precious lunar rocks were sent 
to Goddard only to have one of 
them disappear. On Thursday, 
November 27, 1969, the News 
Review reported that “several 
samples of lunar material, in- 
cluding small rock pieces, coarse 
lunar soil and polished thin rock 
sections, have arrived at Goddard 
Space Flight Center for analysis 
in Goddard’s Geochemistry Lab.” 
On July 2, 1970, a page-one box 
announcing “Moon Rock Missing

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Release Funds 
For Schools 


Once again, Governor Ho- 
gan is targeting Prince George’s 
County. Over the past several 
weeks, he has refused to release 
$245 million in funding for bud- 
get initiatives prioritized by the 
General Assembly, including $127 
million for new school construc- 
tion funds. He has even gone 
further, calling this funding “reck- 
less” and “gimmicks” despite the 
fact that the budget passed the 
General Assembly with wide bi- 
partisan support. 

Right now, our county is 
facing an $8 billion backlog 
in renovation, repairs and new 
school construction projects. Our 
FY2020 Capital Improvement 
Program facilities plan details 
over 250 individual projects rang- 
ing from major modernization/ 
replacement plans to HVAC up- 
grades, kitchen renovations and 
security improvements. 

In our District specifically, 
schools like Hyattsville Middle 
School, Springhill Lake Elemen- 
tary School and DuVal High 
School — just to name a few — 
are in desperate need of signifi- 
cant renovation and repair. Ad- 
ditionally, William Wirt Middle 
School is currently in the process 
of being replaced while a new 
middle school is being planned 
to accommodate students in the 
Glenridge and Woodlawn com- 
munities. 

These projects are not gim- 
micks. Our students and teachers 
should not be attending over- 
crowded schools with leaking 
roofs, mold, poor ventilation and 
unsanitary restrooms — all of 
which have an effect on student 
outcomes. Poor air quality and 
mold both contribute to absen- 
teeism for students and teachers 
with respiratory issues while 
natural light, temperature control 
and increased classroom size and 
space can all help improve stu- 
dent academic achievement. Most 
importantly, if we want students 
to receive a 21st century educa- 
tion, they need to be in schools 
that reflect a 21st century learn- 
ing environment. 

If any sort of action is reck- 
less, it is withholding funds to 
build these modern, safe and effi- 
cient schools for our teachers and 
students. Call Governor Hogan’s 
office at 410-974-3901 and tell 
him to release these funds!

Wild Rose 


Complaints of WSSC 
Water Taste and Odor 


This letter was forwarded to 
the News Review by city council. 

Good afternoon, Mayor Jordan 
and Members of the Greenbelt 
City Council — 

My office was forwarded an 
email chain from County Coun- 
cilmember Todd Turner’s office 
regarding issues with water taste 
and odor. The emergency repairs 
that occurred in Greenbelt should 
not have anything to do with the 
water smell and taste (some resi- 
dents may experience discolored 
water after an emergency repair, 
but that should dissipate within a 
few hours). 

WSSC has been receiving 
these types of complaints (earthy, 
musty water) from residents who 
reside within the Patuxent Wa- 
ter Filtration Plant Service Area 
(Greenbelt is located at the edge 
of the Patuxent service area). 
This is due to seasonal changes 
in lakes, rivers and reservoirs 
(the Rocky Gorge Reservoir sup- 
plies water to the Patuxent Water 
Filtration Plant), including an in- 
crease in algae that produce taste 
and odor-causing compounds. 
These changes are caused by a 
combination of heat, sunlight, 
change in nutrients and water 
movement (flow) among other 
factors. Some types of algae can 
produce taste and odor-causing 
compounds, which are common. 

As a result of the seasonal 
changes, WSSC will be treat- 
ing the water with a powdered 
activated carbon, and residents 
should notice a change in water 
quality within the next week. 
WSSC tests 500,000 water sam- 
ples a year (including multiple 
tests daily from our water filtra- 
tion plants), and has never had 
a water history violation. More 
information about WSSC’s water 
quality, including our annual re- 
port, can be found at wsscwater. 
com/waterquality. If customers 
are experiencing water quality 
issues, please have them call 
301-206-4002 so that we may 
assist them.

Disappointed at Loss 
Of U of M Shuttle 


I am very disappointed to 
learn that due to declining 
ridership the City is ending its 
agreement with the University of 
Maryland that allowed residents 
to use the school’s shuttle system. 

For years I’ve heard the city 
discuss the desirability of a 
Greenbelt circulator bus. What 
seemed lost in the discussion was 
that the UM Greenbelt shuttle 
is as close to a circulator as we 
have. The bus currently goes to 
Old Greenbelt, Greenbelt West, 
Greenbelt Station and Greenbelt 
East. It circulates its little heart 
out! Using the Greenbelt shuttle 
route, it’s possible to get to and 
from Roosevelt Center, Greenway 
Center, Beltway Plaza, and of 
course, the University itself. 

Even with limitations, includ- 
ing no weekend service and a 
schedule reliant on the school’s 
calendar, the shuttle is still a 
great addition to local transporta- 
tion. 

The City’s promotion was 
largely limited to annual notices 
on bulletin boards and in this pa- 
per advising residents it was time 
to “renew” their passes, a word 
unlikely to attract new riders. I 
routinely met people who knew 
nothing of the shuttle program. 
The cost of an annual pass hasn’t 
risen since the inception of the

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New Archbishop Celebrates

The newly-installed Archbish- 
op of Washington Wilton Gregory 
visited and celebrated Mass at 
St. Hugh of Grenoble Church 
on Saturday, July 13. When the 
Archbishop was introduced by 
Pastor Walter Tappe, the con- 
gregation broke into applause. 
The Archbishop responded by 
stating that this was the first 
time he had received applause 
before he had even preached his 
sermon. That brought chuckles 
from the assembled. His sermon 
was based on the Gospel story of 
the Good Samaritan. Archbishop 
Gregory spoke of the divisions 
in the world and which people 
constitute our neighbor. He de- 
fined our neighbor as anyone who 
needs our help or attention. The 
sermon was followed by another 
round of applause. 

The Archbishop had asked 
that this visit (possibly the first 
to a church in Prince George’s 
County) be kept informal, so 
there was no official reception. 
However, those present filled the 
aisles waiting to shake hands 
with Archbishop Gregory and 
have a picture taken with him. 

Archbishop Gregory was or- 
dained in Chicago in 1973 and 
has served in many capacities 
throughout the country and in 
Rome. He came to Washington 
after serving as the Archbishop 
of the Archdiocese of Atlanta. 
He is the first African American 
to serve as Archbishop of Wash- 
ington and has received many 
awards and recognitions. In 2006 
he joined an illustrious group of 
preachers with his induction into 
the Martin Luther King Board of

You may know Katy Gaughan 
from the drum circles she fa- 
cilitates in Greenbelt and its sur- 
rounding areas, especially during 
the 4th of July celebrations and 
the Green Man Festival.

to the left of the thumbnails and 
checking ‘Text contents’ just be- 
neath it. Thumbnails of all papers 
containing the search term(s) will 
then be displayed. Once a dis- 
played paper is opened, all occur- 
rences of the search term will be 
highlighted in the text, with the 
pages on which the term occurs 
indicated on the bar at the bottom 
of the viewing area. 

Papers are scanned in color, 
so the yellowing of the newsprint 
is apparent. The text is not en- 
hanced, but quality control checks 
done on each issue verify that 
all text is readable, though some 
readers may want to zoom in to 
enlarge it. Optical character rec- 
ognition (OCR) is applied to the 
text to make the papers search- 
able. The OCR is not perfect but 
generally is accurate enough so 
that a name or term should be 
findable in each article it occurs 
in.

most persuasive element was the 
stories of those affected by this 
trend, according to CASA mem- 
ber Trent Leon-Lierman. 

A police general order is not 
legislation. It is a policy and 
set of procedures for officers. In 
practice, it could be overturned or 
revised by another police chief. 

While both Leon-Lierman and 
Taveras feel this is a positive first 
step, they emphasized the need to 
pursue formal legislation. Taveras 
plans on submitting this bill for 
a vote by the county council in 
September. In addition, bills re- 
quiring mandatory body cameras 
for officers and notification and 
availability of appeal on being 
added to the shared gang data- 
base will be introduced as well, 
both of which were detailed in a 
previous article. 


Taveras said that ICE has 
moved in a troubling direction 
as of late, stating “ICE makes a 
lot of mistakes. They have never 
been as empowered as they are 
now.” She made a parallel to 
Operation Wetback during the 
Eisenhower Administration; his- 
tory 1s repeating itself. 

Greenbelt police have been 
committed to this policy for sev- 
eral years, going back to the 
tenure of Chief James Craze. 
Last year, Chief Richard Bowers 
established a general order with 
the same mandate as the current 
countywide order. Public Infor- 
mation Liaison George Mathews 
noted that this was a natural 
progression, and an opportunity 
to create clarification on an issue 
much in the news.

or structures, or it may be perfor- 
mance or media-based. It may 
be temporary or enduring, purely 
aesthetic or functional. 

DeWald explained that the city 
is pursuing an “experience-cen- 
tered” approach to the planning 
process. Participants were invited 
to reflect on what kind of experi- 
ences they wanted public art to 
provide for park users. Should 
the work encourage play or relax- 
ation? Should it convey a sense 
of surprise and wonderment or 
promote contemplation? Should it 
bring people together for a shared 
experience, or provide delightful 
experiences for individual park 
visitors? The answers to these 
questions will help frame the 
project and inform next steps. 

For inspiration, DeWald pre- 
sented a slideshow of public art 
works from around the world. 
People liked the idea of being 
able to physically interact with 
sculptures and artist-designed 
functional amenities. 

Maya Lin’s Wave Field on the 
University of Michigan’s Ann 
Arbor campus showed how art- 
work can be integrated directly 
into the landscape. This sculpture, 
made of earth and sod, includes 
50 wave-like mounds in eight 
rows. The piece provides great 
reading nooks as well as an in- 
teresting surface for active play, 
exemplifying how a single design 
can accommodate a variety of 
interactions. Janet Zweig’s Small 
Kindnesses, Weather Permitting 
includes 44 compact, interac- 
tive kiosks installed on light rail 
platforms in Minneapolis. Each 
sculptural unit includes a mechan- 
ical activator that the viewer can 
use to start video or audio con- 
tent incorporated into the piece. 
If the media content could be 
reprogrammed periodically, this 
series exemplified the possibility 
of art as enduring infrastructure 
for the presentation of changing 
content by multiple artists. 

Several participants liked the 
idea of art that encourages social 
interaction. Two of the examples 
presented were artist-designed 
group picnic tables. Mark Re1- 
gelman II’s The Great Picnic in 
Cleveland is a colorful, modular 


system resembling a molecular 
diagram that seats 100 people. 
Michael Beitz’s Tree Picnic, lo- 
cated in Buffalo, is a 50-foot-long 
table that branches like a tree. 
Participants articulated consid- 
erations specific to the park site, 
such as high winds, the presence 
of deer and beavers and the lack 
of a parking area. Additional 
considerations included preserva- 
tion of a large open space, and 
neighborhood residents’ interest

in discouraging use of the park 
after dark. 

The arts program has created 
an online survey to gather more 
input on this project. Residents 
of all Greenbelt neighborhoods 
are encouraged to participate. The 
survey is linked at the city’s arts 
webpage, greenbeltmd.gov/arts. 
It will be open through August 
11. The handout from the July 9 
visioning meeting 1s also linked 
on the website.

from Space Center,” described 
the disappearance of a fragment 
of moon rock that had been se- 
cured in a glass vial in a vault at 
Goddard. 

The News Review’s coverage 
of the space program was not 
limited to straightforward report- 
ing. Businesses that advertised 
with the paper also got on board. 
Kash Realtors’ characteristically 
humorous, cornball real estate 
ads of December 26, 1968, and 
November 27, 1969, featured 
space-themed home descriptions. 
“Message to Frank Borman on 
Apollo 8 from Control Central, 
Kash Realtor: Remember Colonel, 
when you get to the moon and 
cannot find a home, come down 
to earth at Kash Realtor and we

will show you the finest three- 
bedroom end home available.” 
Greenbelt citizens have con- 
tributed to the space program for 
more than 50 years, and have 
been recognized with gratitude. 
In the News Review’s February 
26 and July 30, 1970, issues, the 
paper congratulated five Goddard 
employees who were Greenbelt 
residents for receiving Silver 
Snoopy Awards. This unofficial 
recognition from the Apollo as- 
tronauts thanked government and 
contractor employees who had 
contributed to the safety of the 
spacecraft and crew. A personal 
letter from the astronauts accom- 
panied lapel pins depicting the 
Peanuts cartoon pooch, Snoopy, 
as the watchdog of Apollo safety.

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Council Moves on Museum, 
Dam Bonds, Buying Local 


The city council’s regular 
meeting on July 8 featured a 
packed agenda, perhaps reflecting 
the longer gap between summer 
meetings. However, proceedings 
clipped along at a good pace. 
Council moved quickly through 
a number of items of impact to 
residents, including refurbish- 
ment of Greenbelt Lake Dam and 
Greenbelt Museum, buying local 
and more. 

Dam Bonds 

A motion was introduced for 
first reading on the $2.5M bond 
issue authorized in the referen- 
dum in November, 2017, for the 
refurbishment of the Greenbelt 
Lake Dam. Assistant City Man- 
ager David Moran explained that 
the Maryland Department of the 
Environment is providing a low 
interest loan for this via the Wa- 
ter Quality Revolving Loan Fund. 
For that reason, the process must 
include council approval in addi- 
tion to the referendum’s original 
authorization for the expenditure. 

Residents will be kept in- 
formed through multiple media 
channels including this newspa- 
per, social media and the city 
website. 

Work on the dam is expected 
to start in August. Buddy Attick 
Park will remain open, though 
there will be some impacts in 
terms of access throughout the 
construction period. Water levels 
may also fluctuate to accommo- 
date repairs below the waterline. 

When asked whether council 
would approve the loan in time 
for an August start, Moran re- 
plied that they work in advance 
because the city submits invoices 
to the Water Quality Revolving 
Loan Fund and the loan is built 
as each is funded. 

Greenbelt Museum 

Does Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI) need to approve the archi- 
tect for the Museum refurbish- 
ments? Council debated the an- 
swer to this question. GHI owns 
the museum, and the city acts as 
a GHI member. In this way, the 
city must follow GHI procedures 
regarding mutual ownership rights 
and obligations. 

Jennifer Ruffner, president of 
Friends of Greenbelt Museum, 
settled the question. While GHI 
handles the structure of the prop- 
erty and must approve changes, 
she explained, the museum/city 
may choose the architect. Ruff- 
ner assured council that FOGM 
will be proactive in the project to 
ensure smooth sailing. 

Ruffner noted that the selected 
architectural firm recently com-

pleted the Harriet Tubman Muse- 
um — eliciting positive comments 
from Councilmembers Leta Mach 
and Colin Byrd. Not only did the 
firm have the most experience 
with similar projects, it was also 
the least expensive. 

Mayor Emmett Jordan asked 
how long the project will take. 
Ruffner didn’t wish to speculate 
because county permits and GHI 
determinations take an unpredict- 
able length of time. She did note 
that museum operations would 
not be affected during construc- 
tion. 

Council accepted the architect 
recommendation. 

Recreation Proclamation 

Jordan expressed council’s 
support for outdoor activities and 
recreational participation with a 
proclamation presented to Greg 
Varda, acting co-director of rec- 
reation programs. 

Varda summarized the wide 
swath of the city’s offerings. Old- 
er student campers are presenting 
Hamlet and younger students 
bring to life the story of Her- 
cules and Hippolyta, as loosely 
interpreted by writer and director 
Chris Cherry. 

Circus is also on the menu — 
clowns, tumbles and unicycles. 
The list of trips and adventures 
planned is extensive, with excur- 
sions including trips to arts ven- 
ues, theme parks and whitewater 
rafting. 

Varda also mentioned a variety 
of programs for older adults. He 
noted that the lunch program is 
now serving 40 lunches a day 
to seniors and that programs 
showed significant participation 
all around. He praised city staff 
who contribute to the success of 
recreational programs, including 
administration, public works, 
part-time employees and summer 
hires. 

Buy Local 

Council also presented a proc- 
lamation to the Greenbelt Farmers 
Market (GFM) to celebrate Buy 
Local Week.

The GFM representatives 
thanked the city for its assis- 
tance, noting that support from 
the city is a significant factor in 
helping the market flourish. They 
noted that GFM keeps statistics 
on market attendance and sales to 
monitor the market’s health. 

Both Jordan and Councilmem- 
ber Judith Davis remarked that 
the many years of repeat ap- 
pearances by vendors was in- 
dicative of a well-run market 
and mentioned that the market’s 
limitation on the location of its 
vendors (within 100 miles or in 
Maryland) emphasized the buy- 
local theme. 

Administrative Reports 

City Manager Nicole Ard 
praised city staff for help during 
July 4 celebrations and for ad- 
ditional assistance during power 
outages and severe storms that 
week. She noted that they made 
exceptional efforts in addition to 
completing their scheduled work 
load. 

Davis praised the city for 
its coping gracefully with the 
bad weather at the July 4 fire- 
works. She noted how little 
trash was left after the fireworks 
and thanked the community at 
the fireworks for their care of the 
grounds. 

Sign Language 

In response to earlier concerns 
about access to council meetings 
for deaf residents, Ard comment- 
ed that arrangements had been 
made for sign language interpret- 
ers to stay at council session until 
11 p.m. Coverage had previously 
ended at 10 p.m. The city is also 
working toward closed caption- 
ing. Ard encouraged citizens to 
contact the city offices to inquire 
about communications resources.

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The Play’s the Thing: Camp 
Encore Brings Hamlet to Life 


“To be or not to be.” “Get 
thee to a nunnery.” “To thine 
own self be true.” “Sweets to 
the sweet.” And, “The play’s the 
thing.” With lines such as these, 
it is no wonder that Hamlet is 
one of Shakespeare’s most popu- 
lar plays. Countless productions 
and versions of the play have 
been staged, but the recent per- 
formances by Camp Encore are 
unique in many ways. In the 
span of a mere 19 days, 33 teen 
actors, musicians and dancers 
prepped and presented Hamlet 
in three performances on July 
10 and 11 at the Greenbelt Arts 
Center. 

The four-week camp program, 
offered by Greenbelt Recreation, 
is for teens ages 12 to 17. Kate 
Magill Robinson has directed the 
camp for the past seven summers, 
but she is quick to recognize the 
staff. “My staff has a lot to do 
with my longevity here and my 
willingness to tackle Shakespeare. 
TPve been lucky enough to work 
with some of Greenbelt’s finest 
young adults and many of them 
stick with me for years. They 
are a pleasure to work with and 
really do keep the camp running 
smoothly,” said Robinson. 

Shakespeare’s Hamlet spins a 
complex tale as Prince Hamlet of 
Denmark seeks revenge against 
his uncle, Claudius, who mur- 
dered Hamlet’s father to seize 
his throne and marry Hamlet’s 
mother. But it’s not that neat 
and tidy. Twists and turns in the 
tragic tale, as well as the com- 
plex characters woven through- 
out, were handled effortlessly 
by the teen actors. In addition to 
this being the largest number of 
campers ever enrolled in Camp 
Encore, it was also the largest 
number of rising seniors, many 
of whom have been in the camp 
for five years. Robinson explains, 
“It’s been a true honor to work 
with these nine seniors. Many 
arrive as uncertain pre-teens, and 
they all leave as confident young 
adults. Through the years they 
learn from the older campers 
and then pass on that knowledge 
to younger campers before they 
graduate.” 

“With each camp session I 
challenge myself to give each 
camper a ‘moment,’” said Rob- 
inson. “Obviously they can’t all 
be Hamlet, but I try to create a 
production where they all have 
opportunities to shine and do 
more than be ‘third soldier to the 
left.”” While most Shakespeare 
plays have fairly large casts, 
Robinson planned for how to 
expand the show even further 
to give them that moment. For 
instance, Robinson split the origi- 
nal two characters Rosencrantz

and Guildenstern into Rosen 
(played by senior Mary Alyce 
Yoho), Crantz (Julia Delehant), 
Guilden (Ani Arzoumanian) and 
Stern (Rebecca Schmit). Another 
adaptation featured a seven- 
person ensemble known as The 
Shadows. Camp Encore produc- 
tions also include original music 
written and performed by cast 
members and staff, along with 
choreographed dance segments 
and stage fights. 

One of the most intriguing 
adaptations in this production 
grew from the challenge of how 
a teen actor could fully embrace 
Hamlet in just three weeks. 
“T hatched the idea of cutting 
the character of Hamlet into 
two parts who really create one 
whole character,” said Robinson.

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Greenbelter Accepts ADA 
Proclamation from County

The Americans with Disabili- 
ties Act [ADA] was signed into 
law by President George H.W. 
Bush on July 26, 1990. Greenbelt 
resident Rev. Ray Raysor stood 
with others on the White House 
lawn that day, undeterred by the 
90 degree weather to witness this 
significant Civil Rights legisla- 
tion. 

On Tuesday, July 16, in the 
Prince George’s County Council 
chambers, Rev. Ray accepted a 
proclamation from the county 
council on behalf of all persons 
with disabilities to acknowledge 
the 29th year of this seminal civil 
rights legislation. 

The proclamation was gener- 
ated by At-large Councilmember 
Calvin S. Hawkins where Rev. 
Ray serves on his staff as a Con- 
stituent Services liaison. He was 
joined in the presentation by 
Council Chair Todd Turner and 
other councilmembers. 

While the ADA legislation is 
described as profound and his- 
toric, the shift in people’s attitude 
takes a while to catch up. 

“Citizens call our office fre- 
quently with a whole range of 
discrimination from slights to 
egregious discrimination,” stated

Rev. Ray. “Braille on elevators 
and curb cuts are not a ‘one 
and done.’ There is much more 
work.” 

Rev. Ray went on to explain, 
“Persons with disabilities contin- 
ue to be discriminated against in 
employment and it has a domino 
effect. If a person with a dis- 
ability can get meaningful work, 
they earn money, secure housing 
and have a shot at a good quality 
of life.” 

“Frustating [sic] is how we 
are ignored or treated as less 
than.” One man told a story 
that although his service dog 
has a “please don’t pet me, I’m 
working” sign on its harness, a 
woman rushed up gushing she 
couldn’t help herself and began 
petting the dog. “If I touched you 
without permission, what would 
happen?,” he asked. She pulled 
herself up and stomped away. “It 
may be apocryphal, but the story 
has circulated widely in the blind 
community.” 

Rev. Ray finished with, “Per- 
sons with disabilities — and the 
word order is important — see 
us as people first then our dis- 
ability.”

Sean Brittan-Powell and a new 
character, Amleth, played by se- 
nior Cole Cheng, was Hamlet’s 
inner monologue, unseen by the 
other actors. “Sean and Cole re- 
ally took the idea and ran with it 
and created a beautifully compli- 
cated two-person Hamlet that I 
think was a really interesting way 
to look at the many sides of this 
incredibly complicated character.” 

In addition to the technical as- 
pects of the production, Robinson 
and the staff spent time talking 
with the campers about the bigger 
ideas of the play (vengeance, be- 
trayal, madness, loyalty). “Hamlet 
is an odd tragic hero in that he 
spends most of the play doing 
nothing! He just thinks —for 
several acts — about what to do,” 
said Robinson. The cast was also 
trained in stage combat by Kate’s 
husband, Mark Robinson. 

Other standout performances 
came from seniors Viola Pitts, 
who played Claudius, and Erin 


played by the emotive Beatrice 
McNabb. Senior Danny Zolt, in 
the role of Polonius, walks a fine 
— and comical — line between his 
role as Ophelia’s and Laertes’ 
father and advisor to Claudius. 
Senior Ezra Pitts, as the Grave- 
digger, plays the fool with an ac- 
cent that was neither Danish nor 
British, but amusing nonetheless. 
Leading The Player ensemble, a 
group of actors who arrive to en- 
tertain the King and Queen, was 
senior Grace Krage. The final 
senior in the cast was Madeline 
Hille, who played Hamlet’s confi- 
dante, Horatio, with strength and 
discernment. 

Just as the name of the camp 
implies, these teen actors are 
already planning for next sum- 
mer. And while it’s a bit early to 
know what play will be chosen 
for 2020, one thing is for certain: 
the bonds forged on the Camp 
Encore stage extend far beyond 
the four weeks of summer.
